Part of the export boom can be traced to tem- 
porary factors—for example, the shipment of 
oil to Burope as a result of the Suez crisis—but 
generally it appears to be the consequence of 
enormous overseas demand for American manu- 
factured goods — automobiles and machinery, 
chemicals, iron and steel. That of course is not 
bad. It is good. But very clearly we cannot 
continue very long exporting on the present 
scale unless the outside world by one means or 
another gains access to enough dollars to buy 
on the present scale.

The situation gives special point to the com- 
ing struggle in Congress over renewal of the 
Reciprocal Trade Agreements Act. The Eisen- 
hower Administration, though committed to a 
policy of expanded world trade and reduced 
trade barriers, has been lethargic in fighting for 
that policy, and has lost a number of rounds to 
the protectionists. 

Now, just when the need for increased im- 
ports is plainer than ever, the forces that seek 
to curtail imports are at their strongest, and: 
threatening to undermine the reciprocal trade 
policy more seriously than they have been able 
to do up to now. 

Are the Administration's economists alert to 
the challenge that lies ahead? The warning 
signs are so clear that the Administration has 
no excuse for permitting the dollar-gap-trade 
problem to become another cf those crices that 
are tackled only when it is too late to do more 
than mitigate them. 
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Someone Did Not Think 

Whoever issued the Army Department order 
Wednesday for increased riot training of federal 
troops throughout the South, used lamentably 
poor judgment, and the officer who proudly an- 
nounced it tothe used worse. 

There are no conditions in the South warrant- 
ing any such general step-up in riot training. Lit- 
tle Rock is a unique case, involving a particular 
court order and a particular Governor's defiance 
of it—circumstances which there is no reason to 
suspect will be repeated in the immediate future.

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As Haiti Counts Ballots 

It may. be several days before Haiti learns of- 
ficially who won its presidential election, yet 
Haitians are already fairly certain that the of- 
fice will be handed to Dr. Francois Duvalier. 
He was the favorite of the Army, and the Army 
conducts both the government and its elections. 

Dr. Duvalier is, in fact, already claiming vic- 
tory as the count proceeds through 1,300,000 bal- 
lots—a remarkable 80 per cent of the eligible 
vote. And supporters of Dr. Francois Dujoie, a 
prosperous plantation owner, have even threat- 
ened to set fire to Port-au-Prince if Dr. Duvalier 
wins. It is a mark of Haiti's confusing politics 
that a business man would have the support of 
the capital's workers, while the country people 
would almost automatically support his opponent, 

Violence may or may not result from this elec- 
tion, but violence is an unfortunate political, 
heritage of Haiti's past. Few presidencies have 
survived revolt in the whole history of the na- 
tion, and five governments have been over- 
thrown since last December. In June a military 
junta took over, to protect the Army’s vested 
interest in politics by dictatorship. 

If Dr. Duvalier turns out to be a front man 
for the military, Haitian history no doubt will 
continue as it has during restless decades. But 
if he should manage to institute civilian control 
of government, he might bring some meaning to 
Haiti’s hitherto inappropriate motto: L’Union 
Fait la Force.

Mr. Becker believes the District still 
should collect such fees on behalf of city peo- 
ple who paid for the city’s sewer system. 

This ignores two facts. Most of the people 
who paid for Ahe ancient sewer system that lies 
within the St. ‘Louis city limits are dead. Even 
if they were alive, the District would have no 
practical way of rebating to them connection 
fees collected from county communities. More 
importantly, insofar as sewers are concerned 
neither city nor county exists. The city and 
the county are parts of a single political entity. 
The District, the whole District, owns the sew- 
ers now—not the city, not the county, not any 
individual county community. 

Connection charges at the city-county border 
accordingly would be as absurd as if Mayor 
Tucker’s Twelfth Ward were to charge a connec- 
tion fee before permitting drainage from the 
Twenty-third Ward to enter its sewers. 

So we cannot agree with Mr. Becker. The 
Sewer District has its faults, which we have 
discussed from time to time, but it is not sub- 
ordinating the public interest to that of real 
estate developers.

President Eisenhower spoke out 
in its behalf as strongly as he 
could—after it was defeated,” 
he said. 

Stevenson, twice defeated by 
Mr. Eisenhower for the presi- 
dency, said the demand of the 
nuclear age is for “a humanism 
that is scientific and a science 
that is truly human.” 

Revolutions in the realism of 
politics, ideas and technology 
have made clear “the necessity 
for education and understand- 
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ing for a people charged with 
the responsibility of civilization 
and the good society that is 
ours,” he declared. 


dren to cope with problems of 
the modern world will be com- 
plicated by the “great enroll- 
ment bulge which has already 
overwhelmed our elementary 
schools, and is now upon the 
high schools,” he continued. In- 
adequate facilities — and “the 
odds will get worse, very pos- 
sibly, before they get better’— 
will force educators to deal with 
the problem of deciding which 
children go on to college, 
Stevenson declared.
